CHICAGO. July 31.— Two chemical j 


elements hitherto considered indivis- j 
ill.' have been separated by Dr. Wil- j 
Ham I>. Harkins, professor of physical j 
ch.-mistry .at the University of Chi- j 
cacu whosi- experiments in this field j 
ar" c-xnrc-ted to 
revolutionize 
the 


chi-mical theory of a century. 
l)r. Harkins explained how he tried 


to separate thlorine, the greenish yel- 
low sras usi-d by the Germans when 
they first introduced chemical war- 
"fan-. Chlorine has Ions been consid- 
ered one of the 90 odd elements, like 
caibon. oxygen and hydrogen, which 
have defied all attempts at division. 
Thpsp so-rolled element* are present 
in the earth and in the sun. 


"For five years we worked," he said. 


*Wi- tried all sorts of apparatus and 
used more than a ton of hydrogen 
chloride before we succeeded. The 
gas was diffused through the stems 
of rhurch warden pipes. These pipes 
are made of white clay and have 
stems between 18 and 24 inches long. 
The lighter parts of the gas passed 
outward through the stems. The hea- 
vier parts remained, and thus we 
discovered that our so-called ele- 
ment, chlorine, could be separated 
and another time-honored theory had 
surrendered. Virtually all physicists 
'and chemists in the United States 
have accepted the results." 
Dr. Harkins then demonstrated that 


mercury, also considered a fundamen- 
tal substance, can be broken up. Like 
.the chlorine twins, the parts of mer- 
cury loob alike but are vastly dif- 
ferent in weight, he explained. Dr. 
Harkins is performing^ similar exper- 
iments with zinc and cadmium to see 
if they— too are -mixtures instead of 
elements. 
.. .. _____ . 
"These experiments indicate, then, 


that there probably is .only one fun- 
damental element instead of the 90 we 
have been pinning our faith on all 
these years," Dr. Harkins said. "That 
basic element is hydrogen, and, ac- 
cording to my theory, all the so-called 
elements are compounds, of helium or 
helium with hydrogen. But since hel- 
ium itself is built op from hydrogen, 
then all the elements are intratomic 
compounds of hydrogen."

Although he voted for the 
wheat price guaranty during the war, 
he said he questions the wisdom of 
price fixing. One of ffie great evils 
of the country today, he said, is too 
much price fixing by the great cor­ 
porations in violation of the anti­ 
trust laws.

today sadly eonteiuplating the fail­ 
ure of their first organized effort to 
break into society. 
Led by Justice Gustave Hartman, 
N<*w York’s bachelor jud^e, the or- 
(ilinn.s, whose winter home is at the 
Israel Orphan Asylum down on New 
Vork’s lower East Side, had looked 
forward 
to 
spending the 
summer 
amidst the fashionable colony which 
yearly migrate* out to Long 
Island 
and, more particularly. Long Beach. 
The judge had leased a large and 
pretentious dwelling for them thero 
— Billie Burke, the actress, had lived 
in it onee--and already the orphans 
were collecting their sand pails and 
wondering what they 
should 
take 
along in their small suit cases’. 
But the fiishionable and exclusive 
colony at Long Beach 
didn’t 
want 
them. 
Not, you understand, that the 
colony isn’t as fond of an orphan as 
anybody in the world. 
Indeed, last 
year when the 
orphans’ 
summer 
homo at Arverne burned down. Long 
Beach got together and raised some­ 
thing like $20,000 to go toward re­ 
building the place. 
Hut to have the orphans elect to 
come into their very 
midst! 
Long 
Beach just couldn’t see it. 
So they 
secured an injunction 
against the 
hachclor judge and his migrating or­ 
phans. 
The injunction has just been 
sustained. 
“Long Beach isn’t the 
place for 
orphan.* anyway.” says Mrs. 
Alma 
B. Proelich, wife of Jesse 
Froelich. 
president of the school 
board, and 
prime mover in socuring the injunc­ 
tion 
against the 
judge. 
“It 
isn’t 
merely that he was trying to break 
the laws of Long Beach by 
attempt­ 


ing to set,up an institution in 
the 
midst of a 
very much 
restricted 
properly section. 
“ Ue was trying to lodge 128 or- 
Ithnns and 2f> attendants in 11 house 
originally meant for 10 persons and 
set up on a lot 
100 by 100 
feet 
There would he scarcely any place 
for the children to play and almost 
no shade. And right in front of the 
house is the hay, six feet deep or­ 
dinarily and nine feet deep at high 
tide. 
How does the Judge expect to 
keep the children from fulling in? 
He says ho will build a fence hut 
that is ridieuldus on a street of re­ 
stricted property. 
“ No, Long Beaeh is no place for 
orphans.” 
But the haehelor judge feels dif­ 
ferently about it. 
For one 
thing 
he was an orphan himself and he 
used to sell papers 
down on 
the 
very spot where the Israel 
Orphan 
Asylum now stands. 
“ It isn’t laws they’re upholding,” 
he says, “they’re fighting innocent 
hahics. Long Beach has room for its 
sporting places and its dance halls 
and its movie palaces but it hasn’t 
any room for little children crav­ 
ing relief from the hot city. 
‘ Because those cnildren are or­ 
phans Long 
Be.uch 
doesn’t 
want 
them. 
But they have just as much 
right to the fresh air and sun.shine 
of Long Bench as the children of 
these wealthy parents who protest 
against their coming. 
“ If Long Bench would 
onco ad­ 
mit the orphans it would become as 
proud of them ,nn m y i ntHution In 
the city.” 
And so Judge Hartman is going 
to 
appeal from 
Judge 
.Selah 
B. 
Strong’s decision and carry the in­ 
junction into the Appellate Court.
